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A Proclamation for the Adiournementof 
part of Trinitie Terme. 


Oraſmuchas the Infection of the Plague is at this preſent greatly 


increaſed, and diſperſed, aſwell in the Cities ot London and Weſtminſter, 
as alſo in the Suburbs thereok; The Kings moſt Excellent Maieſty, 
conſidering that great perill and danger might enſue to his Royall 
71 Perſon,the Queenes Maieſhe, the honourable Amballadours from 
, lundꝛy fo2retne P2inces and States, the Loꝛds and others ofhis Ma⸗ 

Ji teſtes honourable Prime Counſell, the Nobles of this Realme, and 
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the ſaid Octabis Trinitatis, called the day of the Eſloines. 1 

And whereas his Maieſty,conſidering in His Pꝛintely Wiledome, what great pꝛeiuditce might 
growe to many his good and louing Subiects, in their Cauſes and Suits, ifthis Terme ſhould 
be wholly adiourned, Hath therefoze by the aduice of His ſayd Counſell and Juſtices, determi⸗ 
ned to haue ſome part thereof to be holden , and continued fo2 ſome few dayes in the beginning 
and ending ok the lame, as is afozeſayd: His Highneſle moſt gracious intention in that behalte is, 
That the ſame dayes,fo2 which ſome part ofthis Terme is to be holden, hall be bled onely foꝛ the 
better expediting, and continuing of Cauſes and Suits, and returning and ſuing out of Pꝛoceſle, 
and foꝛ ſuch other like things as may be per foꝛmed ⁊done in the abſence of the parties by their At⸗ 
tourneys. And therefoꝛe, his Maieſty doth by this His Pꝛoclamation, ſigniſie to all His louing 
Subiects,. That His will and pleaſure is, That in, and from the layd Ockabis Trinitatis next, there 
ſhall not be any Trials by Juries, oꝛ any Judgements vpon Demurrers, oꝛ ſpeciall Uerdicts,o2 
luch like, in any of his Highneſle Courts, of Kings Bench, Common Pleas, oꝛ Exchequer; 
And allo that there ſhall not bee any iudiciall hearing oꝛ determining of any Cauſes oz Mat⸗ 
ters in any of his Maieſties Courts of Starre. Chamber, Chancery, Exchequer Chamber, Court 
of Wards, Dutchy - Chamber, oꝛ Court of Nequeſts, in, oꝛ from the ſaid Octabis Trinitatis next, du- 
ring the laid Terme; Andthat no party ſhall neede to be pꝛelent in perſon, foz any ſuch Cauſes oz 
Suits, but the lame map be attended and done by their Attourneys, 


And his Maieſtie doth hereby farther notifie and declare, That no party ſhalbe compelled, oz 
need to appeare inperſon, in any of his Maieſties laid Courts, in oꝛ from the ſaid Octabis Trinita- 
tis next, at any time during this laid Terme. but may make their appearance by their Atturneys, 
ſauing onely in Caſes of Outlawry, and other the Caſes mentioned in the P2ouilo hereafter fol: 
lowing; And allo that no Juries ozany whom the lame may concerne, ſhall be compelled, oz 
need to appeare in any of his Highneſle Courts at weltminiter, tn oz from the ſaid Octabis Trinita- 
tis next, at any time during the laid Terme, foꝛ any cauſe oz matter whatloeuer, vnleſſe it bee foz 
ſome ſpetiall and impoꝛtant cauſe foꝛ his Maieſties leruice onelp. Pꝛouided neuertheleſle, and his 
Maieſties pleaſure and Commandment ts, That all Collectoꝛs, Neceiuers, Sheriffes, and other 
Accolnptants, Fall other perſons that ſhould oꝛought to accompt oꝛ pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes 
of money in any of his Mateſties Court of Exchequer, Court of Wards and Liuertes, oz of His 
Duchy of Lancaſter, oꝛ in any of them, oz enter into any accompt in any of the laid Courts, ſhall 
repaire to the accuſtomed places at Weltminiter , and there to pay and doe in euerp behalke, as 
though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation oꝛ Adiournement had beeue had oꝛ made. | 

And his Matelties further pleaſure and tommandement is, That all Sheriffcs ſhall Returne 
into his Maieſties Court of Exchequer, Court of wards and Lincrics, and Duchie of Lancalter, 
all mauner of Wꝛits and Pzoces ilſued ont of the ſame Courts, and Keturnable this Terme. 
which in any loꝛt concerne his Maieſties Renenues, Debts, o2 Dueties, at 02 betoze the dapes of 
Returnes thereof, into ſuch Dffices fron whence the lad Waits and Pꝛoceſſe did iſſue; And that 
all Commuſſtoners likewiſe Returne all manner of Commiſſions and Inquiſitions Returnable 
this Terme, and fromthe ſaidCourtsſcrit , wherebp his Maieſtie is to retciue pzofit and tommo⸗ 
ditie: And all Sheriffcs, Collecto2s, and all manner of Accomptants, and euery perſon that 
is to pay any kind of debt o2 duty unto the Kivgs Maieſtie in any of the laid Courts, doe either 
bythemlelues, their Deputies oꝛ Atturneys. pay the lame in ſuch loꝛt as theyought to haue done. 
if no ſuch Pꝛoclamation oꝛ Adtournement had beene made, 62 cls to fuſtaine fue) dammage of 
iſſues ſerzure, fine, amertement and penalty to be impoled vpon them as hath beene accuſtomed, 
without any hope to be diſcharged thereof, And that all Sheriffes, bythemſelues oz their ſuffi⸗ 
tient deputies, ſhall giue their attendante at the day appointed foꝛ their oppoſall in the Court of 
Exchequer, to anſwere their Returnes befoꝛe his layd Barons, as hath beene heretofoze accuſto- 
med. And if any default ſhall be made by any of the perſons afoꝛelapd, That then, in reſpect of 
the Kings pꝛelent neceſſary and extraoꝛdinarpcharges Sargeants at Armes, and Purlutuants 
ſhall be lent to bꝛing them vp. to anſwere their contempt and flackeneſle in paiment.
